General Telephone Company 
announced last week that work 
is progressing, on schedule 
which » when completed on Nov- 
ember 4, will upgrade Direct 
Distance Dialing in Elba, Mid- 
land City and Pinckard, The 
project, costing some

With 
ANI it will no longer be

Long-distance dialing pro- 
cedure will remain the same as 
before, The caller will con- 
tinue to dial 1, plus the area 
code if outside Alabama, and 
the called number, or dial 0 
to make operator-controlled 
calls, 


Work on the conversion pro- 
ject began in April of this year 
by General Telephone techni- 
cians and Automatic Elec- 
tric Company installers. 


September 21st. The purchase 
price will be paid partially in 
cash and partially by the issu- 
ance of a new series of The 
Dorsey Corporation preferred 
stock. The shares so issued 
will have an eight-year sinking 
fund, 

Mr. Herbert L. Oakes,

George Collier returned 
Tuesday night from the mid- 
west plant and gave the fol-

lowing details on the newly- 
purchased facility: 

The building is located on 
38 acres and has 300,000 sq- 
uare feet under one roof 
{compared to 500,000 in the 
It is currently 
producing six vans a day and 
Collier said immediate plans 
include increasing this tosev- 
en within the next thirty days. 

Collier expressed satis~ 
faction with what he had seen 
at the newly-acquired facility, 
and said it would probably 
mean more traveling for him 
as head of the cargo trailer 
division. He said the plant is 
geographically well-located, 
and adds much to the added 
expansion possibilities of the 
firm. 

The new facility also pro- 
duces an aerial lift and digger 
derrick that promised to give 
the firm added diversification, 
according to Collier. The 
aerial lift is used to work on 
telephone and utility lines and 
the digger derrick is used to 
dig holes and ‘‘plant’’ utility 
poles,

INTERNATIONAL TO 
ISSUE HUNTING PE RMITS 


Sportsmen and women in 
Southeast Alabama will have 
about 74,000 acres of Interna- 
tional Paper Company land 
available to hunt on this year, 
according to Southeast Alabama 
Timberlands Supervisor Bill 
Boyd. These lands are being 


made available for hunting 
under IP’s multiple use forest 
management concept. 

‘Purchase of a $10 perm't 
allows the buyer to hunt on 
any of the company’s permit 
hunting areas in Barbour, Bull- 
ock, Chambers, Coffee, Coving~ 
ton, Crenshaw, Dale, Lee, Pike, 
Montgomery, Randolph and 
Russell Counties. Ifthe sports- 
man or woman prefers to hunt 
only in his or her home county, 
a county-wide permit can be 
purchased for $5,’’ Boyd stated. 

‘Persons 65 years or over, 
under the age of 16, disabled 
veterans and all ladies sports- 
persons will be charged a 
permit fee of one dollar.’’

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Elba Council Agrees To 


Purchase 


The regular meeting of the 
Elba City Council Tuesday 
night was relatively short. 
All members were present and 
voting. 

After hearing the minutes 
of the previous meeting, the 
council discussed the contin- 
uing need for repairs and re- 
placements of garbage trucks. 
During this discussion,General 
Dewberry was asked to give 
his professional opinion of the 
mechanical worthiness of the 
vehicles, Dewberry recom- 
mended repairing the newer 
truck and replacing the older 
one. He said a motor over- 
haul would get the newer one 
in good shape, but the prices 
given by local repair shops 
were much too high, Dewberry 
said he could do the work in 
about four days, and the coun- 
cil agreed to authorize the work 
even though at least two coun- 
cilmen questioned the wisdom 
of tying up a mechanic on a 
major overhaul when other 
work would go lacking. 

During the discussion, 
Mayor Folsom named Dew- 
berry head mechanic for the 
city, and instructed the city 
clerk to work out the pay dif- 
ference. The councilmen con- 
curred with this action when 
Folsom asked their opinion by 
leaving the decision to the 
Mayor. 

Fred Qualls presented a pe- 
‘tition from the residents of 
Ann Street asking for drainage 
help and curbing work along 
the entire length of the street. 
Prior to Qualls’ arrival at the 
meeting, this work had been 
discussed, and Councilman 
Mike Russell reported he had 
inspected the street and thought 
that with some drainage work 
the curbs could be installed 
and the entire area upgraded. 
Qualls was told the work 
would be done as soon as pose 
sible. 

Acting Police Chief Max 
Rayborn reported the receipt 
of $1593 in fines during Sep- 
tember and the hiring of Pat 
apa as relief radio oper~ 
ator. 


City Clerk Jack Prescott 
passed out revised copies of 
the proposed budget prepared 
by Mayor Folsom, and after 
some discussion the council 
tabled any action on the budget 
until next meeting, This was 
done to allow time to study 
the entire budget, according 
to the motion to table made 


by Councilman Cleo Hawkins.

Previous policy had been 
for no employee being allowed 
to carry over accrued leave 
from one year to the next. 
Prescott pointed out problems 
with this policy, and suggested 
allowing some carryover, Af- 
ter a limited discussion by 
council members, a fourteen- 
day leave carryover was ap- 
proved. 

Monthly bills of slightly 
over $7,000 were approved by 
the council, This didn’t in- 
clude several repair bills al- 
ready paid, including one for 
over $1,000 for repair on an 
old police car being used by 
the nutrition program. Mayor

Folsom stated he took the car 
to MacArthur Tech and told 
them to completely redo the 
motor, but didn’t expect this 
much expense. 

While reviewing the bills, 
the councilmen discussed 


health insurance for em- 
ployees, which is paid partly by 
the employee and partly by the 


city. The councilmen instruct- 
ed the city clerk to immediate- 


ly drop any employee not draw- 
ing pay. When Prescott asked 
if this included suspended 


Police Chief M. W. Johnston, 
he was told yes.

Gas Company Tells Of 


Rate Increase 


Repeated increases in the 
cost of the natural gas it dis- 
tributes have compelled the 
Southeast Alabama Gas Dis-~- 
trict to announce a general rate 
increase. 

Bills received by the Dis- 
trict’s 30,000 customers after 
December 1, 1978, will reflect 
the rate increase. 

Gas District Manager R. J. 
Andalusia, explains: 
“Since January 1, 1978, Fed- 
eral authorities have granted 
five rate increases to the na- 
tural gas industry. 

“In other words,” Smith 
said, “the increases were 
granted to the natural gas pro- 
ducers, who have passed the 
increases down the line todis- 
tributors such as the Southeast 


Alabama Gas District,” 
Smith pointed out that the 


Gas District has not increased 
its tates to its customers since 
January 20, 1978. ‘‘We have . 
had this series of increases 
in the cost of our product,’ 
he said, “and of course the 
cost of everything we use in 
operating our business keeps 
going up, We must now in- 
crease our rates, in order to 
meet our obligations and give 
satisfactory service to our cus- 
tomers.”” 

A \table giving old and new 
general service rates appears 
as an advertisement elsewhere 
in this issue of THE ELBA 
CLIPPER, Sample increase: 
A customer using $15,000 cu- 
bic feet of natural gas per 
month has been paying $45.64. 
On his bill received after De- 
cember | (based on a meter 
reading October 20 or later) 
he will pay $50.05.

The Elba Tigers rallied 
from a 12«0 defecit to claim 
an exciting 22-12 victory over 
the Greenville Tigers ina 
game played last week in Ti- 
ger Stadium 

The win boosted Elba’s re- 
cord to 4-2 while the loss drop- 
ped Greenville’s slate to 293, 

Greenville won the toss and 
after a short runback put the 
ball in play at their 32 yard- 
line. On the very first play, 
Greenville quarterback Ken- 
ny Crum cranked up and lof- 
ted a long pass to David Burt, 
who was running wide-open 
behind the Elba defense, Per- 
ry Fuller finally caught Burt 
at the Tigers’ 10 yardline, and 
the play covered 58 yards and 
put the visitors in business.
